Instruction'Given to Close All Shops and Houses-Liberal 


Circles Panic Striken-Revolutionary Spirit Spreadin; 
in Russia and There is Talk of Overthrowing Romanoff 
Dpasity, 


St. Petersburg, -Oct. 26.—The police 


today have given instruction that all 
shops and houses must be closed. This 
is regarded as a bad sign as it indi- 
cates that the authoritie fear an out- 
break is lik,ely to occur any moment. 


Liberal circles are panic stricken at 


the slowness with which the govern- 
ment is proceeding in the crisis facing 
the country as they believe that the 
deliberation being shown by those in 
authority is dragging the country in- 
to apalling disasters. The revolution- 
ary spirit is spreading and talk of 
overthrowing the Romanoff dynasty is 
opsnly indulged in. Numerous meet- 
ings have been held at which resolu- 
tions have been adopted unanimously 
declaring for the establishment of a 
Democratic republic in Russia and/for 
armed resistance to the aggression of 
private property interests. 


Anarchistic agitators are rapidly 


gaining an influence over the minds 
of schoolboys and teaching their ideas 
to the students. 


Tramway service has been inter- 


'ferred with today by the strikers and 
their sympathizers. The authorities 
remain inactive. 


St. Petersburg, 
Oct. 26.—Serious 


trouble is feared from t^e strike sit- 
uation, although there has yet been 
no hostile demonstration against the 
government. The strike is growing, 
but the workingmen are taking care 
not to force the government to the 
point of turning troops upon them. 
The real danger which may develop 
into a revolutionary movement is the 
scarcity of fo.od here and in other 
large cities of the empire. This may 
cause the strike to become desperate 
in the face of starvation. There is a 
growing belief that while the threat- 
ened revolution is a possibility, 
a 


compromise will be reached before the 
situation becomes so acute as to lead 
to great trouble. The strike is almost 
general in southern Russia. Reports 
from over the empire show that work- 
'ers of all crafts are joining the strik- 
ing railway men. The prices of food 
stuffs are advancing, and liberal cir- 
cles are panic stricken. Numerous 
meetings have been held at which res- 
olutions were adopted unanimously 
declaring for the establishment of a 
democratic republic and for armed re- 
sistance to the aggression of private 
property interests. 


St. Petersburg, 
Octf 26.—Fifteen 


persons were killed and 36 injured in 
a conflict between troops and strikers 
at the Briansk works, near the city 
of Ekaterinoslav, where the strik- 
ers had erected wire entanglements. 
The courts, banks and other public 
offices have been closed. It is report- 
ed that the strikers have taken pos- 
session of a train which was approach- 
ing Ekaterinoslav and have destroyed 
the station buildings along the line. 


An encounter took place here be- 


tween strikers and engine drivers who 
were prepaiing to take out trains. Re- 
volver shots were exchanged and a 
number of persons were killed or 
wounded. 


A situation more crucial than any 


since the beginning of the political 
and social upheaval of Russia, and 
which shows no signs of amelioration, 
confronts the ministers, who under the 
leadership of Count Witte spent many 
hours in conferences in the hope of 
finding some way out of the crisis into 
which the revolutionists and the So- 
cialists have cast the country. The 
general strike on the railroads is com- 
plete exceft in a few border prov- 
inces, and St. Petersburg, Moscow and 
other large cities are almost as closely 
beleaguered as if they were invested 
by besieging armies. At the same 
time the industrial strike has assumed 
large -dimensions, and the turbulent 
elements in several localities are of- 
fering open resistance to the troops. 


Large meetings, mainly of work- 


men, were held in the university and 
the higher schools, at which the senti- 
ment was unanimous for continuing 
the strike on the railroads to the bit- 
ter end. The proceedings at several 
of the meetings were of a strongly 
revolutionary character, the orators 
calling on their auditors to rise and 
slay all "Chinovniks"' and the police 
and to meet the troops with armed 
force. 


The Finland railroad,tb~ Helsingfors 


and the steamers constitute St. Pe- 
tersburg's only means of communica- 
tion with the outer world. The post- 
office authorities are now refusing to 
accept ordinary mail. The strike is 
complete in the great factory region 
on both banks of the Neva above the 
city and in several other industrial 
quarters. Forty thousand men are 
out, but they are conducting them- 
selves in a most orderly manner. The 
store clerks' union proclaimed a two 
weeks' sympathy strike for political* 
reasons, but it is probable that it will 
be only partially obeyed. Prudent in- 
habitants are laying in stocks of pro- 
visions so as to prepare for emergen- 
cies. As a consequence the prices of 
provisions have risen sharply.

COMMITTEE NAMED BY TRUSTEES TO 


LOOK INTO AFFAIRS 


Receipts of Equitable Falling Off™ 


McCllntock Gives Technical 


Details, 


New York, Oct. 26.—The legislative 


insurance committee has adjourned 
until Nov. 8, the day after the munici- 
pal elections, in order to enable tha 
members of the committee who ara 
candidates for e-election to the assem- 
bly to meet their constituents and con- 
duct their campaigns. 


Actuary Emory McClintock of the 


Mutual Lafe was again called to the

ly in favor of limiting the amount of 
business a company should write. He 
said an attempt had been made to 
come to an agreement with the New- 
York Life and the Equitable to limit 
the amount of business done by each, 
company to ?1,000,000,000. This was 
finally increased to ?1,500,000,000, but 
James H. Hyde of the Equitable first 
declined to enter the agreement, and 
then GPorge W. Perkins of the New- 
York Life objected. 
Mr. Hyde's rea- 


son was his ambition to make the 
Equitable the largest insurance com-,, 
pany in the world. 
Mr. McClintock 


thought that a law limiting 
the 


amount of business would be a good 
thing, and felt sure the Mutual Lafe 
would lend its support to such legisla- 
tion. These views are contrary to 
those expressed by President McCur- 
dy of the Mutual when he was on the 
stand. Mr. McCurdy did not think 
that any company's business should 
be limited ^ven at the point when that 
business fc ed to be profitable to the 
company. 


President Richard A. McCurdy of the 


Mutual announced that a committee 
of the board of trustees of his com- 
pany had been appointed to investi- 
ate the company and its methods. 
The mern'jors of the committee are: 
\Viliam H. Truesdale, Efflngham B. 
Morris and John W. Auchincloss, all 
prominent in the financial and busi- 
ness world. This action was taken at 
a meeting of the board and was the 
result of the insurance investigation. 
The matter was brought before the 
board by President McCurdy, and the 
committee will begin its work at once. 


Still another interesting develop- 


ment in insurance matters was the 
statement issued by President Morton 
of the Equitable Life showing that the 
eceipts of that company for the nine 
months of the year exceeded the ex- 
penditures by $10,723.137, an increase 
of over $500.000 compared with the 
same period last year. Receipts from 
iremiums on policies for the third 
quarter of this year were over $1,000,- 
000 less than 1904. The expenses of 
he third quarter of this year were 
$839.913 less than last year, but for 
the first six months there was an in- 
crease over last year of $24.943.

REGISTRATION 


The last days of registration are: 
F.RIDAY, OCT. 27. 
SATURDAY, OCT. 23. 
Tie election law requires that all 


persons who registered last year and 
have since removed to another pre- 
cinct, must get transferred to the pre- 
cinct where they now reside. 


All voters who failed to register last 


year must register. 


All persons who have become of age 


since last year, and all persons who 
have removed to the city who have re- 
sided in the State one year, must reg- 
ter. 


As the Ohio law only requires regis- 


tration every four years, those who 
registered last year and have not since 
removed to another precinct, are not 
required to register this year.
